Washington, Oct 2?.— WllUnm J. 
Bryan spent an hour anU a quarior at 
tbe natianal capital Tuesday. His 
train arrived over the Chesapeake & 
Ohio railroai from West V!r:iiiia at 
7:55 o'clock a. m. About 1,0<<') pi ople 
woro awaiting lilm at the depot. As the 
train pulled la amid cheers ot the 
waiting crowd, ez-Judge William M. 
Springer, former chairman of the 
committee on wajrs and means, an old 
colleagiio an l warm friend of the 
Democratic candidute, stepped to Mr. 
Brrftn'a private car at the rear of the 
train and welcomed him. The two 
then passed down through the depot 
followf'd by a laij;," and nitliusiaKtlc 
crowd and gradually worked their way 
to the entrance. . Here an atitomoblle 
was in waiting and they were taken 
to the residence of Judge Springrr, 
op|)oslle the capitol, where Mr. Hry.in 
had breakfast. Colonel Isaac Hill, 
Democratic whip of the house of rep 
resentatlvps. was the only other guest. 
A few D'.iniitc's before 9 o'clock Mr. 
Bryan was driven to the Ualtimore 
•nd Ohio depot where he made a 
brief speech. He spoke on imperial- 
ism and civil service. A lar;:^? assem- 
blage of people was massed about tho 
depot. Mr. Bryan said: "Occasionally 
I hear It suggested that persons en- 
gaged In the clYll service who are op 
posed to imperialism will vote the 
Republican ticket for fear of losing 
their positions With the government. 
Certainly there are not many who 
would prefer government employment 
under empire ti> '.vhatever risk 
might attend their employment under 
a republic. I am not much of an ad 
mirer of that civil service which is 
suspended when a president is inau 
gurated until he can fill the oflli es 
with friends and is extended by the 
president when he li about to retire, 
In order that he may protect his 
friends in office. T believe that a sys- 
tem of civil service might be devised 
wherein appointments would be made 
npon merit and wherein the ap- 
pointees won. l hold for a fixed term 
and not be dependent upon the will of 
an appointing ofQcer. The industrial 
despotism inaugurated by the Republi- 
oan party is closing the door of oppor- 
tunity against the young man and 
driving many to 8eel< govjrument em- 
ployment who under better conditions 
would be enployed in producing sal- 
aries." Mr. Bryan closed with the 
Btatoment that it was not his highest 
ambition to be president, Imt to make 
the government so good that to be a 
private citizen in this republic will be 
a greater honor than to be a king in 
any other nation. 

A delegation from tiie Maryland 
■tate central committee me^ Mr. 
Bryan here and at a few minutes after 
■9 he left in a special train of three 
cars for Rockvllle where ho made the 
first of a series of speeches in a tour 
ttt Ifarylaad towaa. Before reaching 
Washington, the train on which Mr. 
Bryan came In made a brief stop at 
Alexandria, Va. The statement had 
been made in advance that Mr. Bryan 
would make i brief apeeoh in that 
town and a large nniBber 9t people 
congregated at the railroad yards to 
greet him. They received him with 
vociferous chmrs, but no time was 
given ft>r n speech. Mr. Bryan had 
only time to say that he felt compli- 
mented to have so many people come 
out to greet him so early In the morn - 
lag. He felt, he said, sure of Virginia's 
support, and from what he bad seen 
of other states recently he felt Justi- 
fied In asserting that Virginia would 
have plenty of company election day. 

Mr. Bryan made stops In Maryland 
at Rockvllle. Junction, Frederick and 
otlMr points.

New York, Oct. 23.— Shortly before 
the close of business in Wall street it 
was announced that the First national 
bank had suffered a defalcation of 
1700,000 through one or Its tellers, C. 
L. Alvord. 

The bank gave out the following 
Ktatement: Tlie note teller, who has 
been in the employ of the First Na- 
tional bank and a financial advisor 
to large aiiioiint. His operations havu 
tontiuued tor u cousidorable period 
and liave been skillfully concealed 
through a manipulation of his bal- 
ance book. The discovery was made 
by one of the bank employes a fevv 
days alter the completion of un exami- 
nation of the bank by the United 
States examiners. 

The First national bank is one of 
the largest banking institutions in the 
city. Its president is George F. Baker, 
who is also president of the Aster na- 
tional bank and a financial advisory 
of the Astor family. The bank is lo 
cated at No. 2 Wall street and has a 
sapital of $oOO,000, a surplus of 
t>00,000 and iindividrd profits of $4.- 
000,000. Alvord bad been with tbe 
bank 20 years and had risen to the 
position of note teller. He ia not yet 
under arrest.

President Mitchell appears to 
be more anxious about the Delaware, 
l.a<ka\vaiuia and We;;t,rii and the 
Delaware and Hudson Coal conipuuies 
than any of the others. These com- 
panies have taken such a prominent 
part in the struggle that It is believed 
as soon as they post supplenu ntal no- 
tices, tbe others will fail into line.

As 
soon as the policemen took their de- 
parture a crowd of men, presumably 
strikers, marched on the company's 
property, tore up 200 feet of railroad 
track and set fire to a tool house. In

Simon W, Hanauer, Vice Consul Gen- 
eral in a recent letter from Frankfort, 
publiEhed in the I'nited States Consular 
reports, says : 

"The wave of industrial prosperity in 
Europe, which has steadily lisen since 
IHVo, has taken a turn and begun to re- 
cede. All sign* point toward a crisis in 
iddustrial and financial litieii, which may 
occur before two years have passed. Any 
political disturbance of note may bring 
on the crisis suddenly and without warn- 
ing. Coal mining is still 'booming,' as 
the supply is not equal to the demand. 
The iron and steel works, inolodlBR the 
manufacture of many lines of machinery 
and steel plates for warships, have ordeis 
which it will take some months to 611, 
hut facto^ea making small ironware, 
nails, needles, bicycles, sewing machines 
&c. are curtailing production and reduc- 
ing Working foroei and wage scalea. 

''tliere aro dodbtt If the immensely 
cdpitallied electrical works of Germany 
and other countries can keep fully em- 
ployed after present contracts are filled. 
This line of industry, which in Ger- 
many alone represents an investment 
of nearly $900,000,000, has bean largely 
instrumental la enatlAg the prsMttt 

boom. 

"Failures have already begun in the 
building trade, which in the large cities 
has been of a speculative nature and 
rested mainly on borrowed capital. 
Rents for business houses and dwellings 
have advanced, but will topple on the 
first beginning of a business crisis. 

"The German papers speak in alarm 
ing tones of the aad position of the tez 

tile industry, where stoppages of factor 
ies are the order of the day. Late statis- 
tics of the Oen<4lstriet show 6,092 loofeis 

id'e ont of a total of 11,829, The weav- 
ers still employed there earn but fltllOi 

to $2.38 per'waiki' 4ftis wretchitf ikib; 

which is to support a family in next to a 
starvation rate, especially as fuel and 
provisions have greatly advaaoedinprioe 
and the poor operative must pay govern- 
ment tax and school rate besides.
